The state plans to go ahead 
with its program, with or with- 
out federal aid. Gov. Donnelly 
has rejected a proposed $1,000,- 
000 federal drouth relief grant 
because he objected to the terms 


the Government. 

The Governor expressed the 
hope, however, that. an agree- 
ment can be reached under | 
which the federal money will | 
be made available for the state | 
hay procurement program. 

Despite some political oratory, 
the Senate and House completed 
action on the key drouth relief 
measures with practically no ob- 
jection being raised to the Gov- 
ernor’s program, 

There was one anxious mo- 
however, 
when Democratic members 
threatened to block approval of 
a Senate amendment, which pro- 
vided that any federal funds con- 
tributed to the state program, 
would be deducted from the 
$6,500,000 state appropriation 
for drouth relief. 

Had the move succeeded, ef- 
forts to put the farm aid pro- 
gram into effect next week 
would have been seriously de- 
layed. 

Final Vote Is 134 to 0. 

The initial vote on the amend- 
ment was 81 for and 44 against, 
with 89 votes necessary for its 
adoption. Speaker Lester A. Von- 
derschmidt delayed announcing 
the vote for eight minutes, as 
Democrats began changing their 
votes to aye. 

The final official vote on the 
amendment was 101 to 31. The 
amended bill was then passed 
134 to 0. 

Legislative clerks were busy 
preparing the official enrolled 
copies of teh drouth aid bills 
in hope that they could be 
signed late today by Gov. Don- 
nelly. The measures go into 
effect immediately on approval 
of the Governor: 

Under the program, the Gov- 
erenor would be granted broad 
powers to spend $6,500,000 in 
helping to defray transportation 
charges on hay and roughage 
shipped into Missouri to relieve 
the state's serious feed shortage.

Frank F. Kenton, acting su- 
perintendent of the detention 
pen, said the assault was com- 
mitted by a Yugoslav, Alexan- 
der Pavlovich, who was to be 
deported tonight. Kenton said 
Pavlovich may have done it to 
stay his deportation. 

Thompson, chairman of the 
Communist Party in New York, 
was being held as a fugitive 
from a prison term. He was 
taken to a hospital nad it was 
reported he might require ma- 
jor surgery. 

Kenton said Pavlovich, born 
in Belgrade, was being deported

Controversial Items. 

Everyone of these proposals 
is potentially packed with con- 
troversy. Almost everyone ap- 
pears certain to run into a hard 
core of opposition from power- 
ful Republicans in the Senate 
and House who, in an opposition 
role, have long fought such 
measures. 

Nevertheless, they were the 
issues the President had in the 
back of his mind, according to 
some of his associates, when he

MOSCOW, Oct. 23 (AP)—The 
Soviet government ordered a 
giant step-up today in the pro- 
duction and distribution of con- 
sumer goods. It was part of the 
big drive announced by the Mal- 
enkov government Oct. 8 to 
boost the living standards of the 
Russian people. 

A two-page decree, issued by 


the Soviet Council of Ministers } 


and the Communist party’s cen- 
tral committee, ordered a 72 per 
cent increase over the 1950 out- 
put of consumer goods—in terms 
of money value—by the end of 
next year. It also called for: 

1. The opening of 40,000 
new stores and 11,000 new res- 
taurants and dining halls by 
the end of 1956. 

2. A brush up by all Soviet 
internal trade organizations of 
their services to the public 
and the elimination of back- 
ward distribution methods. 

3. The training of additional 
personnel in order to give the 
Soviet consumer the best serv- 
ice he has ever received. 

The decree, a counterpart of 
recent Soviet moves aimed at 
increasing the nation’s farm out- 
put, admitted that Soviet con- 
sumer goods arrangements have 
fallen short of satisfying the 
needs of the people. 

“There are big drawbacks and 
deficiencies in the trade organ- 
ization,” it declared. “There is 
not enough refrigeration equip- 
ment or mechanical loading 
equipment. 

“The organization of the pub- 
lic food supply is backward. 
There are insufficient dining 
halls and restaurants and the 
people must wait too long to be 
served. Sale and distribution of 


building materials ig inade- 
quate.” 
The new consumer goods 


schedule replaces one included 
in the 1950 five year plan that 
called for a 70 per cent increase 
in the monetary volume of do- 
mestic goods trade by the end 
of 1955 . 

The decree listed percentage 
increases ordered in a number 
of commodities, as compared 
with the old five year plan 
schedule, Among them were:

When Dean was returned to 
the Allied side in Panmunjom 
Sept. 4 he said he was betrayed 
to the Reds Aug. 25, 1950, by a 
South Korean he thought was 
going to help him get food. 

On Sept. 7 the Republic of 
Korea announced that Han Doo 
Kyoo and Choe Chang Bong had 
been arrested on charges that 
they betrayed Dean to the Com- 
munists for $5. .

The union has 
rejected the company’s new 
wage and contract proposals.

Meanwhile, E. D. Starkweath- 
er, director of industrial rela- 
tions at North American in Co- 
lumbus, accused the UAW of 
deliberately starting the strike. 

“Even while negotiations were 
going on in Los Angeles, word 
came through that the union 
had walked out at Columbus and 


ae? established picket lines,” he 
said. 
Starkweather said that al- 


though North American had of- 
fered wage increases, increased 
life insurance and hospitalization 
benefits, “the union leaders took 
their strike vote before letting 
their members have a chance to 
vote on this offer.” 

Joining in the Los Angeles 
strike were 22 members of the 
United Aircraft Welders inde- 
pendent union, described by the 
company as “key workmen” in 
jet production. 

Paul Schrade, president of the 
Los Angeles local, asserted the 
company’s “final offer” con- 
tained “no sUbstantial changes 
and gave us only minor conces- 
sions.” 

Orderly Picket Lines. 

Workers here and in Colum- 
bus answered the strike call 
promptly at midnight, leaving a 
shift that was to run until 2 a.m. 
Orderly picket lines were set up 
at plant gates. Schrade said that 
non-strikers will not be encour- 
aged to enter the plants but will 
be given -clearance through 
picket lines. 

The. firm announced it will use 
“all lawful means” to keep the 
plants open and will try to con- 
tinue production. 

The walkout affected thou- 
sands of office workers , super- 
visory personnel and others. 

The strike affected 19,000 
workers at 22-Nerth American 
plant units in Los Angeles and 
13,000 in Columbus. 

The union demanded a 26,- 
cent hourly increase, which it 
said was necessary to bring 
wages up to those received by 
its members in the auto industry 
who are doing aircraft work. 

Company’s Offer. 

Early in negotiations the com- 
pany offered a 4 per cent wage 
boost and then announced a 
2-cent hourly cost-of-living in- 
crease, which it said goes into 
effect for non-union workers 
next week. 

The current pay scale for 
union employes ranges from 
$1.42 to $2.32 an hour. 

The union sought elimination 
of a company classification sys- 
tem and demanded a union shop, 
a new health and accident in- 
surance plan, severance pay and 
an improved seniority clause. 

The company said it would 
not propose any further in- 
crease in its economic offer.

BERLIN, Oct. 23 (AP)—Five 
anti-Communist partisans have 
been executed by firing squads 
in East Germany and thousands 
of Red troops and police are 
hunting surviving underground 
fighters near the Polish frontier, 
the United States High Commis- 
sion’s newspaper Neuve Zeitung 
reported today. 

The paper said two Commu- 
nist police officers and several 
patrolmen were killed in a new 
clash within the past 48 hours 
in the Cottbus district.

ury Humphrey said yesterday 
the Administration “can make 
no promises of any tax reduc- 
tions at all” next year except 
the corporation excess profits 
and individual income taxes. 

Humphrey told reporters that 
the federal budget cannot be 
balanced, even in fiscal 1955, 
unless there are ‘“‘very substan- 
tial” cuts in national defense 
outlays. 

He spoke at the opening of a 
three-day closed meeting here 
of the Commercé Department's 
Business Advisory Council, made 
up of many of the nation’s big- 
gest industrial leaders. 

His speech was off the record, 
but he later told reporters that 
the task of cutting the 68 billion- 
dollar federal budget has proved 
“very tough.” 

“We will have another deficit 
in 1955 unless we can very sub- 
stantially reduce our military 
expenditures,” he said. 

“The reason it is tough is that 
at least 75 per cent of the ex- 
penditures of Government are in 
the realm of security—that is, 
military, foreign operations and 
atomic energy. 

“In addition, half the remain- 
der is in fixed items like in- 
terest on the national debt and 
long term programs like aid to 
veterans.” 

What remains, in the form of 
current Government expendi- 
tures, subject to pruning in the 
economy drive, is “a small part 
of the total.” 

Making heavy cuts in the na- 
tional security program, he 
emphasized, raises ‘“‘a very seri- 
ous problem,” the problem of 
providing just as much security 
with less money. 

Humphrey said that President 
Eisenhower's request last May 
for extension of the present 52 
per. cent corporation tax rate 
still stands, although the law 
calls for a 5-point reduction by 
April 1. 

Humphrey said he could not 

promise any cuts in the high 
emergency tax rates, some of 
which are scheduled for auto- 
matic reduction on the same 
date. 
The excess profits tax will ex- 
pire on Dec.*31, the same date 
on which individual income tax 
reductions will take effect. 

Humphrey emphasized that 
the House Ways and Means 
Committee, headed by Repre- 
sentative Reed (Rep.), New 
York, originates all tax legisla- 
tion and that the Treasury can 
merely recommend. The tax 
bill on which Congress gylti- 
mately will vote, he said, will 
be that of Reed’s committee. 

Also here for the sessions are 
Secretary of Commerce Weeks 
and Secretary of the Army 
Stevens.

DETROIT, Oct. 23 (AP)—Con- 
trol of two AFL teamsters union 
locals was seized yesterday by 
the International Union after 
leaders of the locals were ac- 
cused ,of bribe-taking, shake- 
downs and sellouts of members.

International President Dave

Local 614. Five of six defendants 
now undergoing examination of 
extortion charges have been of- 
ficers of the two locals. 

James A. Hoffa, president of 
the Teamsters Joint Council 
here, was named trustee. Hoffa 
was indicted by a so-called labor 
rackets grand jury in 1946, but 
is not a defendant in the present 
case, 

The six defendants in the 
present case are Mike Nicoletti, 
president of Local 247; Daniel 


J. Keating, president of Local 
614; Sam Marroso and Anthony 
J. Liuzzo, 
247; Louis Linteau, business 
agent of 614, and Frank E. Fitz- 
simmons, vice president of Local 
299—Hoffa's home local.

(is one of the big reasons why 
ithe Atomic Energy Commission 
is preparing to invest more than

|clear power plant. From that 
| plant, which may be in opera- 
ition by 1957, the AEC expects to 
learn both the exact cost of 
atomic power, and the knew- 
how to bring that cost down in 
i future plants of simitar design. 
| The pilot plant, which will } 
at least as important to history 
as the first automobile or the 
| first steam engine, wil be built 
| by Westinghouse Electric Corp. 
j at a site not yet selected. It 
| will produce at least 60,000 kilo- 
watts of electric energy—enough 
to supply a city of 50,000. 


Heat Into Steam. 


Here is how it will work: 

The “firebox” will be a giant 
| uranium pile or reactor basically 
|similar to those already being 
used to produce the A-bomb ex- 
plosive plutonium. The tremen- 
dous heat which splitting atoms 
create inside the reactor will be 
drawn off, probably by liquid 
metals, and applied to a boiler 
te produce steam. The steam 
will then be used, exactly as it 
is used in hundreds of existing

that power from the first atomic 
plant will cost between 1.6 and 
3 cests per.kilowatt-hour. 

The cost of commercial power 
from conventional sources now 
averages between .4 and .7 cents 
per kilowatt hour. 

Reasons for Big Expenses. 
There are many reasons why 

the initial costs of building an 
atomic pbwer plant are so high. 
Here are just a few: 

a. It is a brand-new field of 
engineering, and the cost of 
building anything for the first 
time, or even the first 12 
times, is always abnormally 
steep. 

b. The deadly, invisible ra- 
dioactivity emitted in the 
atom-splifting process re- 
quires cumbersome protective 
construction and unbelievably 
complicated remote control 
devices. 

c. The secrecy which neces- 
sarily surrounds all things 
atomic contributes substantial- 
ly to increasing costs. 

d. The uranium fuel must 
be machined into precise 
shapes, usually rods, before 
going into the reactor, and 
must be withdrawn at frequent 
intervals for chemical process- 
ing to get rid of waste mate- 
rials which would otherwise 
smother out the atomic fire. 
This is, at present, a very ex- | 
pensive and tedious process. 

e. Temperatures generated 
in nuclear furnaces are far 
higher than anything engi- 
neers have ever had to cope 
with before. Transferring this 
heat to a boiler, without un- 
due loss, is a tricky business. 
Liquid metals may be used in 
place of water, new alloys in 
place of steel for pipes and 
pumps. But it all costs a lot 
of money.

What makes atomic rower so 
expensive? It is not, as many 
assume, the cost of the uranium 
fuel. On the contrary, AEC 
scientists have calculated that 
the quantity of heat which 
would be produced by burning 
$4,000,000 worth of coal could 
be obtained from a uranium re- 
actor for a fuel cost of only 
$100,000. Therein lies the possi- 
bility that atomic power may 
some day be the cheapest kind 
man has ever produced. 


Cost of the Plant. 

But the cost of the power 
plant must be taken into account 
as well as the fuel. A uranium 
reactor costs a great deal more 
to build than a coal furnace. 
Engineers estimated that a con- 
ventional power plast can be 
built, with good design, for a 
cost of about $133 per kilowatt- 
hour of installed capacity. The 
comparable figure for the first 
atomic power plant is expected 
to be somewhere. between :$700 
jand $1400.

VEN though he may not always enjoy it—and who would?— 
President Eisenhower is meeting the press with increasing 


skill, candor and good will. 


There is no reason why he shouldn't. 


There is every reason 


why he should. But the time is not far past when his friends were 
fearful that Eisenhower would muff the great opportunities of his 
press conference, and his opponents were hopeful that he would 
frequently stub his toe—or misplace it. 


He is doing neither. 

His latest news conference 
this week—21 questions in 26 
minutes with no holds barred— 
is a revealing illustration of the 
poise, directness and substance 
with which the President is re- 
sponding to cross - examination 
by the Washington correspond- 
ents. 

It is a’ respectful cross-exam- 
{nation—the press is always con- 
scious that it is dealing with the 
President—but it no less 
searching because respectful. 

Seldom Unresponsive. 

What sometimes alarms some 

of his colleagues and gratifies 


_the reporters is that Eisenhower 


is rarely, if ever, unresponsive. 
This week he didn’t turn aside a 
single question, however con- 
troversial. Not once did he 
deign to slide behind the con- 
venient “no comment” which 
some others in Washington find 
so comfortable. He didn't pre- 
tend to know all the answers, 
and was informative when he 
didn’t. 

This was the third news con- 
ference the President has had 
since his return’ from his Colo- 
rado vacation, and it revealed 


a man fit, exceptionally quick on 
the uptake and utilizing with en- | 


larged effectiveness one of the 
most important tools of execu- 
tive leadership. 

Take, illustratively, these ex- 
amples of the manner and mood 
and change of pace with which 
the President handled the most 
touchy questions at his latest 
press conference: 

POLITICAL REALISM—The 
President was given no breather 
before he was asked his view of 
the national significance of the 
Republican defeat in the Wis- 
consin congressional election. 

The President sparred a sec- 
ond for time by remarking that 
this was a fair question and a 
natural one. Then he wasted no 
words in pretending that it was 
anything other than a serious 
and adverse political sign. 
Aware that most of the cor- 
respondents had construed it so, 
he frankly allowed that their

PRESIDENTIAL DIRECT- 
NESS — Another question was: 
“Mr. President, Secretary of 
State Dulles has announced that 
economic aid for Israel was be- 
ing cut off. Did the Secretary 
nag with you on this ques- 

on? 


The President said Yes. He 
didn’t hedge. He didn’t add. He 
didn’t qualify. He said yes. 
Nothing could have been more 
powerful. 

EXECUTIVE INDEPEND- 
ENCE—A reporter cited: the 
fact that Republican Senator 
Milton R. Young of North Da- 
kota had called for Secretary of 
Agriculture Benson’s_ resigna- 
tion. Eisenhower was asked to 
comment. 

He did—after pausing for a 
moment, looking bland for a 
fleeting second and then chuck- 
ling. His comment was that it 
was the President’s responsibil- 
ity to decide his principal asso- 


ciates and advisers. He esteemed: 


Benson and praised him but he 
was most of all saying, as we 
caught it, that if there are to be 
any changes, the President will 
make them.

Churchill Gives

Says Plan Vetoed by| 


U.S. Might Have 
Blocked Reds in 
Europe. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 23 (UP).

CHURCHILL said today Rus- | 
sia’s cold war expansion in| 
southeastern Europe might have | 


carried out a British plan for a 
big offensive through Italy and 
the Balkans late in World War 
IL. 


American strategists, includ- 
ing Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower 
and President Roosevelt, vetoed 
the British plan and the Allies 
launched an offensive in south- 
ern France instead. 

In the final volume of his 
memoirs of World War Il, 
Churchill described the dispute 
over the offensive as “the first 
important divergence on high 
strategy between ourselves and 
our American friends.” 


Memoirs Being Serialized. 

The memoirs are being serial- 
ized in Life Magazine in five in- 
stallments. 

Churchill said the. dispute 
arose in planning for an offen- 
sive to serve as a diversionary 
action from “overlord,” the in- 
vasion of Normandy whieh got 
under way June 6, 1944. The 
British wanted to strike north 
and east from Italy toward Vi- 
enna and the Balkans. 


The American chiefs of staff 
and Eisenhower, then supreme 
allied commander, strongly op- 
posed the British plan. Churchill 
then carried his fight for the 
plan to President Roosevelt. 

President’s Reply. 


“The President’s reply was 
prompt and adverse,” Churchill 
wrote. He quoted Roosevelt as 
saying: “I cannot agree to the 
employment of United States 
troops in the Balkans. For pure- 
ly political considerations over 
here, I should’ never survive 
even a slight setback in ‘over- 
lord’ if it were known that fairly 
large forces had been diverted 
to the Balkans.” 


‘The British gave in, detaching 
seven divisions to take part in 
the landing in southern France 
Aug. 14, 1944. 

As a result, Churchill said, 
“Italy was not to be wholly free 
until May 2, 1945; the right- 
handed drive to Vienna was de- 
nied to us; and except in Greece 
our military power to influence 
the liberation of southeastern 
Europe was gone.”

of Missouri and Monsanto. It 
would have been capable of pro- 
ducing both a military by-prod- 
uct as part of the atomic pre- 
paredness program and electrical 
energy for peacetime use. 


Research Encouraged. 

“This is turned down tem- 
porarily,” Murray told the Post- 
Dispatch, “at least until the mili- 
tary comes along with more re- 
quirements, But I want to stress 
that we in’the AEC are encour- 
aging all research on the dual- 
purpose reactors or various other 
kinds of reactors, for possible 
future use.”

Not Shutting Door. 

It was stressed by the AEC 
spokesman that the policy an- 
nounced by Murray is not a 
flat decision against permitting 
private industry to build atemic 
power plants, but represents a 
conclusion that private industry 
is not now willing spend its 
own money for the rs.

Little by Little 

Just east of Busch Stadium lies a pleasant 
neighborhood of old, big houses. What is hap- 
pening to that neighborhood typifies what is hap- 
pening in many parts of St. Louis, and respon- 
sible citizens who care about arresting the spread 
of blight will take warning from it. 


Along University street, Sullivan avenue and 
Palm street in recent years 30 rooming houses 
have been established, only one of them legally. 
Now the Board of Aldermen has before it three 
bills to legalize the incursion of this,type of 
residential use into a district reserved by the 
zoning ordinance for two-family occupancy. 


It takes very little imagination to grasp what 
will happen to the zoning ordinance if these 
bills and others like them pass. Permit the zon- 
ing restrictions to be eroded block by block, 
year by year, and very soon there will be no 
zoning left. 

e * . 

The passage of the comprehensive zoning or- 
dinance in 1950, after years of careful study 
and preparation, was a triumph for the principle 
of city planning. But the law is under steady if 
piecemeal attack. Last year 40 ordinances to 
break down the present restrictions were intro- 
duced in the Board of Aldermen, and 22 of 
them were adopted—a large majority over the 
opposition of the City Plan Commission. In the 
current session, which is still young, 30 zoning 
amendments have already been proposed. 


What is St. Louis going to do about this threat- 
ened attrition of its basic city plan? If it chooses 
to stick by the plan, to combat the spread of 
creeping blight, several things will have to be 
done. 

First of all, the Board of Aldermen will have 
to abandon its “courtesy” rule: by which any 
meniber’s zoning change gets approval in €x- 
change for similar favors to his colleagues. The 
“courtesy” rule insurés that local and self-seek- 
ing interests, rather than the interests of the 
community at large, dominate zoning decisions. 
The Aldermen ought to pay more attention to 
the advice of the Plan Commission, which rep- 
resents the broader community viewpoint. 

. 7 . 

Next, strong leadership from Mayor Tucker 
and the City Administration is needed—not only 
to prevent unwise zoning amendments, bit to 
provide firm enforcement of the law as it stands. 
In the neighborhood east of Busch Stadium, 29 
of those 30 rooming houses ought not to be 
there. Zoning violations should be stopped at 
the beginning. 


Above all, the people will have to fight for 


conservation if their threatened neighorhoods 
are to be conserved. They must make it clear to 
their Aldermen that they want the restrictions 
observed. They must back up the Plan Commis- 
sion, and join citizens of other neighborhoods, 
in supporting the principles of planning and 
sound zoning. 


Otherwise St. Louis will wake up some morn- 
ing.to find its zoning ordinance amended into 
oblivion. 
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O’Konski to Rhee 


The State Department is probably wise in de- 
ciding to avoid a public argument with Con- 
gressman Alvin E. O’Konski of Wisconsin over 
his advice to Syngman Rhee. But it ought to find 
ways of warning President Rhee privately that 
when O’Konski urges: Rhee to liberate the anti- 
Communist prisoners now in neutral custody, he 
is speaking only for O’Konski, 

The Republican Congressman from northern 
Wisconsin certainly does not represent the 
United States Government, and neither does he 
represent any significant segment of public 
opinion, when he advises Rhee to disrupt the 
truce and so set the stage for possible renewal 
of hostilities. 

Just to:'help Syngman Rhee evaluate the ad- 
vice, the State Department might mention that 
this is the same O’Konski who in 1947, speaking 
against the Marshall plan, advised that “perhaps 
the best solution for Europe is to let it go Com- 
munistic and get its belly full of it.” 
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Beginning With the Conclusion 
Clarence Manion says “I don’t think the Fed- 


eral Government should have built TVA in the - 


first place” and “I think the TVA should be sold 
to private industry.” These statements are made 
barely three Weeks after Mr, Manion’s appoint- 
ment as chairman of President Eisemhower’s 
Commission on Inter-governmental Relations. 

Is the former dean of the Notre Dame Uni- 
versity Law School speaking for the President’s 
commission which he heads? 

Inasmuch as he is the chairman, anything he 
says on subjects like this one, which comes in 
the category of inter-governmental relations, 
will be associated with the commission. What do 
the other members of the commission think 
about it? 

The organization Americans for Democratic 
Action regards these statements by Mr. Manion 
as demonstrating hjm to-be so biased as to be 
“completely unfit” for the commission chair- 
manship, and‘has called on him to resign. 

Chairman Manion’s drastically prejudiced 
statements start off the work of the commission 
“in a most unfortunate manner. They put the pub- 
lic on notice that the commission is not going 
to do the job of investigation and deliberation 
most people have expected—a job that could be 
genuinely useful, 

Instead, the commission openly starts with set 
opinions. 

President Eisenhower would better serve the 
purposes of his Administration in creating the 
commission by putting at its head someone 
who would approach the task with a less dog- 
matic and more studious attitude. 

Only a commission which is willing to learn 
can expect its recommendations to exercise 
much persuasiveness with the public. 
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Goal for the Park Board 


The six men just ‘appointed to the new Mis- 
souri State Park Board by Gov. Donnelly will be 
breaking virgin ground so far as Missouri is 
concerned. All have good records in business or 
public life, but they still have their records to 
make in connection with the parks. We hope 
their performance will be so good that it will 
long stand as a model for their successors. 

Taking the parks out of politics and putting 
an end to the making of excessive personal 
‘profits out of public lands is only part of their 
job. They must, of course, henceforth select 
competent park managers and concessionaires. 
But they face an even more important duty in 
using park funds for park improvement. And 
they must also give thought to recommending to 
the Legislature the establishment of additional 
parks.° a : ” 

These outdoor playgrounds have become very 
popular with Missourians. They draw more peo

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ple every year. And while it certainly should be 
used and enjoyed, such a tract of woods, fields 
and fishing water should never be crowded. 
That would go against its basic character as a 
place for men to get back to nature. That is 
why good management and proper development 
are essential. 

Missouri will get both if the new board ap- 
proachés its work in the spirit so well demon- 
strated by the Conservation Commission, Its 
members should have né lesser goal. 
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Ives of New York in a'Key Place 

One of the mysteries of the 1053 session of 
Congress was that the country heard so little 
of Senator Ives of New York. He is one of the 
ablest men in the chamber and easily one of the 
best-informed on the Republican side. He has 
just as much seniority as Bricker, McCarthy or 
Jenner. He is the Senator of the majority party 
from the most populous state in the Union. Yet 
word of him and his work hardly ever got out 
to the country. 

Apparently Senator Ives is going to be of 
more importance in.the next session, The’ pros- 
pect is that he will succeed the late Senator Taft 
as head of the Senate Labor subcommittee on 
revising the Taft-Hartley Act. 


When the Taft-Hartley measure was under 
consideration in the Senate, Mr. Ives worked to 
keep down the restrictions drawn up against 
labor. A check of the record shows that the 
New York Republican was against outlawing 
the union shop as well as the closed shop. He 
was against curbing industry-wide bargaining. He 
was also against outlawing union-controlled, em- 
ployer-financed welfare funds and against sanc- 
tioning private injunctions in jurisdictional dis- 
putes.

Irving M. Ives was one of the earliest and 
strongest. supporters of Dwight D. Eisenhower 
for the presidency. It would seem that he should 
cut more ice around the White House. If he be- 
comes chairman of the subcommittee to revise 
Taft-Hartley he will have a big job on his hands. 
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Extra Business at the Special Session 

Gov. Donnelly has made a series of executive 
appointments this week. He has done so with 
the expectation that these wil] be acted on by 
the State Senate while it is in session. The 
Governor is well-advised in doing so. By acting 
now he can obtain confirmation for these ap- 
pointees.

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What a Portrait Reveals 

An unflattering but accurate profile of a few 
of the horse-and-buggy characteristics of law 
enforcement in St. Louis county has been 
sketched for the County Council. It is the in- 
terim_report of the Citizens’ Committee on Law 
Enforcement, and it ought to stimulate a wide- 
spread demand for quick corrective action. 

Among other deficiencies, the county has no 
probation and parole officer, no public defend- 
er, no Circuit Court division designated to 
handle criminal eases exclusively and no close 
liaison. between the Prosecuting Attorney’s of- 
fice and the various municipal police depart- 
ments. In a jurisdiction of some 400,000 persons, 
these are serious shortcomings. They ought not 
to remain ‘uncorrected if the County Council 
seriously desires to improve the quality of law 
enforcement. ; 


What strikes us as an even more important 


* deficiency, however. is the need for the services 


of a grand jury in Clayton at all times, not just 
during a single term of. court. As the citizens’ 
report made clear: : 

Experience demonstrates that racketeers 
and professional law violators fear grand 
juries. Because its processes are clothed in 
secrecy, a grand jury often can obtain sworn 
testimony otherwise not available to law 
enforcement agencies. 

The one-term grand jury may well have been 
good enough years ago. But the tremendous 
growth in population and activity west of Skink- 
er makes it imperative that a grand jury be

Advice From Seveffl Quarters

paging people is a nenareae. 

In his situation not reading the stuff 
written about today is certainly 
the part of wisdom.

If, taking them seriously, he read 
all these analysts and admonishers he 
probably would go crazy. Of course, 
he would know that as to what is in his 
mind and what is not none of them 
has any first-hand knowledge at all. 

The best any of them have is second, 
third or fourth hand—maybe not that. 
Many of them qggem under some sort 
of compulsion to write or speak authori- 


.tatively about the General’s innermost 


thoughts, feelings and intentions, though 
none of them appears to have the sort 
of intimate personal relationship that 
would lead him to confide in them. 


‘Not Openly Hostile to Ike’ 


Most of them grew up in the old 
New Deal school and in the last cam- 
paign leaned strongly toward the good 
Adlai. 

They are not openly hostile to Ike 
‘and have no reason to be) but they 
have not gotten over the disappoint- 
ment of last year’s election and are 
not used to having first-class, sensible, 
reasonably unselfish men in the impor- 
tant public offices. 


Their disposition {is to believe that 
the present situation can't. last and that, 
despite his undiminished popularity, 
Gen. Ike is bound to go wrong with all 
these sinister men of Big Business 
around him. 


And then the good old “eggheads” 
will come marching back again with the 
good old Labor Bosses high up in the 
front pews and all this nonsense abcut 
cutting down expenditures and reducing 
waste will go ‘out the window.” 


The President Is Not Dismayed 


Perhaps they are right and the people 
,do not really want the sort of Admin- 
istration they are getting nor the sort 
of effort which is now being made 
by the sort of man who is making it.

Missouri's Biggest Business 


MISSOURI FARMERS IN ACTION, by Ray Derr. 
pm Farmer Press, Columbia, Mo., 230 p@s., 


What is the biggest business in Mis- 
souri? The Missouri Farmers Associa- 
tion, sayg this book. M.F.A. is also de- 
scribed the “largest and most di- 
versified” co-operative in America. 

Author Derr gives,most of the credit 
to the late William Hirth, agricultural 
leader and editor of a Missouri farm 
paper, who fostered farm clubs over 
the state. Derr calls his book a pub- 
lic relations study and attributes 
M.F.A.’s growth (150,000 members and 
a $30,191,000 business by 1953) to 
Hirth’s policy of keeping the member- 
ship fully informed at all times. 

Hirth became a force around the 
turn of the century and established his 
M.F.A. in 1917 as agriculture moved 
into a period of rapid change. From 
farming by the almanac the farmer 
shifted to scientific business. 

Into this situation, Hirth brought his 
farm clubs to study the problems of 
the day. The author sees M.F.A.’s 
strength mainly in keeping its mem- 
bers “informed.” But it goes beyond 
that. The farm clubs and later M.F.A. 
itself were the means to continuing ed- 
ucation for farmers in this period of 
dramatic changes. It now prides itself 
not only on what it has. dane for them 
economically but on the role their asso- 
ciation has played as a community force 
for the betterment of Missouri.

was still evidence of it every- 
where. While driving to Tula 
to visit Tolstoy’s home, we 
passed a ‘billboard with two 
posters. One, marked “WE,” 
showed a peaceful Soviet family. 
The other, marked “THEY,” dis- 
played an ugly, hairy claw 
grasping the globe. 

As we walked through Tol- 
stoy’s home, which is now a mu- 
seum, I spotted its only anti- 
American propaganda exhibit. 
It was a picture of a Negro tied 
to a tree and being flogged by a 
white man. I was told that this 
theme was also the subject of a 
play for Soviet children. 


Things of this kind may ex- 
plain why a youngster, recogniz- 
ing me as a foreigner, came up 
to me as I was entering my hotel 
in Moscow one day, stuck his 
tongue out at me and shouted 
some epithet which I for- 
tunately did not understand. 

The Soviet government has 
created such a situation that it 
is now safe neither for Russians 
nor foreigners to establish Yreg- 
ular contact. Russians would be 
vulnerable if seen with for- 
eigners unless authorized by the 
secret police to contact them for 
obvious reasons. Realizing this, 
foreigners naturally suspect and 
withdraw from unknown Rus- 
sians who approach them.

Diplomatic Colony. 
As a result, the foreign diplo- 


‘matic colony is forced to live. 


within itself. It was a strange 
and pathetic contrast with the 
situation in the outside world, 
where foreign diplomats are 
free to associate with the most 
important people of the country 
to which they are accredited, 
all the way up to the President, 
Prime Minister, Queen or King. 

Moscow diplomats rarely see 
the top-ranking men of the 
Kremlin—and then only at a 
distance at some _ infrequent 
public function. Foreign Min- 
istry officials and military offi- 
cers make social calls on diplo- 
mats but once a year—at parties 
held to celebrate the national 
holiday of the country con- 
cerned. Their Soviet wives sel- 
dom go along, and I was not 
even given an opportunity to 
present the perfume I had 
brought with me. 

Yet the foreign colony makes 
the best of this unpleasant situ- 
ation. Its members entertain 
each other regularly, making the 
rounds from one party to an- 
other, night after night, and I 
could well understand why 
closer friendships are sometimes 
established among diplomats 
and their staff in Moscow than 
in any other large capital of the 
world. 

The American Ambassador 
and Mrs. Bohlen have contrib- 
uted a great deal toward mak- 
ing life more pleasant for Amer- 
icans and other foreigners in 
Moscow. While staying with 
them in Spasso House, I found 
that they took a personal inter- 
est in each member of the em- 
bassy staff, who was individually 
received in their home at regu- 
lar intervals. 

Visitors Welcomed. 

Cut off as they are from the 
outside world, foreign residents 
welcome visitors like a breath

Overwhelming New Process 


WENTIETH CENTURY-FOX unveils its revolutionary 

new process, CinemaScope, at the ST. LOUIS THEA- 

TER today with the presentation of “THE ROBE,” a 
picturization of the Lioyd C. Douglas novel which had such 
phenomenal sales. 

The process is so visually overwhelming 
that it is hard to realize while seeing it 
that this story is essentially a simple and 
intimate one, the conversion to Christian- 
ity, by the compulsion of his own con- 
science, of the Roman tribune who is pic- 
tured as carrying out the Crucifixion of 
Christ. This is told on a huge wide screen (65 feet atross 
and curving slightly away from the viewer), which is more 
than twice the width, in proportion, of the normal screen. 
The awesome magnification of the actors, the spate of rich 
color, the magnificent settings and striking tableaux, the 
impression of depth in a rather natural, unobtrusive way 
(not nearly as marked, however, as in stereoscopic 3-D) give 
one a sense almost of being engulfed by the action. Un- 
doubtedly familiarity with it in subsequent films will reduce 
these sensations, but the process will always enhance enor- 
mously the sensuous impact of the screen imagery. 

If one separates the story itself ffom its spectacular 
presentatfon, it is an earnest, sincere depiction of a man’s 
torment and its resolving, which is not particularly penetrat- 
ing nor emotionally powerful. It is well acted, and has been 
competently directed, by Henry Koster. Richard Burton 
makes a strong and vita] Marcellus, the haughty, hardened 
triburie who is converted and dies for his beliefs. Jean 
Simmons is radiantly lovely and vibrant as the ward of the 
Emperor Tiberius whose love for and faith in Marcellus is 
so great. Victor Mature is impressive as Demetrius, the 
Greek slave, who becomes a spreader of the gospel. Michael 
Rennie is noble as Peter. Torin Thatcher is all that is 
required as a stern Senator. I can't include Jay Robin- 
son’s performance as the Emperor Caligula in this same 
acting category. Perhaps Caligula’s manner was one of 
epicene hysteria, but it seems to me to be shrilly overdone 
here.

Philip Dunne’s screenplay never achieves the surge and 
power and conflict of great drama on its own. Most of the 
emotional values achieved are allusive ones—a tableau shot 
of Calvary panning to Christ’s feet on the Crass with De- 
metrius staring up at him; a clap of thunder as a haggard 
man in a narrow street tells Demetrius, “I am Judas”; 
choral effects as Christ is seen in the distance riding a 
white donkey into Jerusalem, and as Marcellus and Diana 
walk out to their execution. Marcellus’s uncharacteristic 
remorse for his deed is never given more than surface 
explanation, the scenes where the goodness of the Chris- 
tians in the village of Cana converts him do not have the, 
impact they should have. The climactic scene in which 
Marcellus denounces Caligula and reaffirms his faith in 
Christ is not as shattering as it might have been. Yet, 
with CinemaScope, this is highly satisfying, if not mighty 
cinema.

CinemaScope is an impressive, highly charged 
screen technique. After the novelty and excitement about 
it die down, films made in it will depend, as always, essen- 
tially on the intrinsic merits of strong story, and fine direc-

Merry Roguery 

That 225-year-old classic, “THE BEGGAR'S OPERA,” 
has been brought to life with a merry ring in the British 
production opening tonight at the SHADY OAK and 
PAGEANT THEATERS. 

John Gay's libretto of course retains 
little of the biting satire of the first pro- 
duction in 1728 when it was meant to 
lampoon a lot of famous characters. But 
it is gay and mocking, full of gusto and 
teeming, vivid Hogarthian scenes, replete 
with light, enchanting melodies. 

It has a superb bravura performance by 
Laurence Olivier as the master rogue, Captain Macheath. 
Dramatist Christopher Fry has thrown some of his pithiest, 
most sparkling prose into a high-spirited adaptation of 
John Gay’s libretto, Director Peter Brook's eye for color 
and mass is strikingly shown, in scenes which have de- 
liberately followed the turbulent composition and lustiness 
of the Hogarthian prints of life of the day. The score by 
Arthur Bliss (after most of the folk airs, which along with 
borrowings from Handel, provided the base of the original 
score by John Christopher Pepusch) is full of ingratiating 
ballads, almost always lyrical and graceful, sometimes 
sprightly, sometimes plaintive. The colorful tapestry of, the 
film is woven with the threads of bold performances of 
rogues, knaves, charlatans, doxies and strumpets, thieves, 
rowdies and bawds, paced by the audacious highwayman, 
Captain Mache&ath, and his trail of fluttering feminine’ 
hearts. 

Olivier, who apparently can do well anything con- 
nected with the stage, sings a dozen songs in a pleasant 
light baritone whose timbre is well adapted to the airs. 
Dorothy Tutin and Daphne Anderson are Polly Peachum 
and Lucy Lockit, the two wenches who claim to be Mac- 
heath’s wives. George Devine is Peachum, Stanley Hol- 
Joway is Lockit, the venal rascal of a jailer, and Athene 
Seyler is Mrs. Trapes, keeper of the local fashionable gam- 
ing-house. Hugh Griffith is the poet-beggar. All are ex- 
cellent, and their voices, or the voices dubbed in for them, 
are appropriate. 

The only minor faults are some cuts which have left 
a few points obscured (it*is never clearly shown, for 
instance, that Peachum is a “fence’’) and the fact that the 
accents are sometimes, in Mr. Fry's fancier invective, hard 
to understand. For instance, Lucy's tirade against the 
highwayman: “You lying, twisting, two-faced defamer, you 
cajoling, butter-tongued virtue-breaker .. ." Or Mac- 
heath’s: “I'm dead, dead, dead. And all because of a rag- 
picking, fuddied-toed poxy son of a doxy.” 


Standard Ridin’ and Shootin’ 


“WINGS OF THE HAWK,” at the FOX, is the third 
film recently shown at Fanchon and Marco theaters here 
which were originally made for 3-D, but which have been 
exhibited here in the normal fiat style. The recent nation- 
wide drop of 3-D box-office on ordinary Westerns and B's 
probably is responsible, indicating that after novelty of the 
stunt effects has worn off, the public is rationally demand- 
ing better films in the depth process.

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Some Taste Treats From Mexico 
St. Louis Food Expert Tells of Cuisine South of the Border

MEXICO CITY, Oct. 23. 
EXICO is so incredibly rich 
in beauty that it is difficult 
to turn from all its attrac- 

tions to write about food. How- 
ever, the table here offers much 
that is unusual, varied and in- 
teresting. 

There are two distinctive 
forms of cuisine—the native and 
the European. It seems imprac- 
tical to write at length of the 
former, as Mexican dishes fre- 
quently call for ingredients diffi- 
cult to obtain at home. The 
markets are ap unending won 
der and pleasure, as they have 
many vegetables, spices and 
herbs that are mew to our eyes 
and palates. 

Main dishes are usually hot— 
very hot to our taste, with pep- 
pers, chili and curious flavors, 
such as mole, a sauce served 
with fowl or meat, a highly sea- 
soned tomato concoction to 
which chocolate is added. By 
contrast, I find Mexican desserts 
surprisingly flat and uninterest- 
ing. Stewed fruits are usually 
so heavy in syrup that they are 
unpalatable. 

To get down to food that the 
average person might enjoy pre- 
paring in the United States, let 
us begin with a cocktail. Tequila 
is the favorite national drink. 
Taken by itself \t is very raw. 
Those about to imbibe it have at 
hand a cut lime and some salt. 
The tequila is poured down the 
throat, the lime is seized, dipped 
in the salt and sucked immedi- 
ately afterward. (Charlie Mce- 
Carthy calls this drink “the gulp 
of Mexico”). 

Tequila cocktail is an im- 
provement on straight.tequila as 
it is modified by the addition 
of lime juice and grenadine and 
served with cracked ice. It is 
refreshing. but deceptive, being 
potent. With the cocktail a large 
roasted bean is served, very 
peppery, roasted melon seeds 
(obtainable in glass jars at 
home), and deep-fat fried pea- 
nuts. These should be easy to 
do in those wonderful new deep- 
fat fryers. I can hardly wait to 
try them. Most other alcoholic 
cocktails are rather sweet un- 
less ordered otherwise, and the 
old fashioneds are, I fear, per- 
fumed. 

Soups of all kinds are always 
good in Mexico—native or Euro- 
pean. Fish is plentiful But has 
to be ordered with discretion, as 
some varieties are coarse in tex- 
ture. Patzcuoro, a charming 
lake, where fishermen use the 
efficient and artistic butterfly 
nets, furnishes a superb variety. 

Shellfish brought from the

not very distant coast are fresh 
and good. Jumbo shrimp are 
shelled and placed on skewers, 
close together (sometimes they 
are lightly pre-cooked), dipped 
in batter and deep-fat fried, or 
spread with seasoned butter and 
broiled. These are a treat to 
anyone, especially to a landlub- 
ber. Served with Brussels sprouts 
to which a few pieces of cooked, 
crumbled bacon have been add- 
ed, or with an artichoke vinaig- 
rette, they are delicious. The 
vinaigrette sauce served at Pren- 
dez (a restaurant justly famed 
for fine food) is the best of 
vinegar, a very little olive oil, 
raw onions finely chopped, pi- 
miento and seasoning. The arti- 
choke, well chilled, always has 
a few center leaves pulled from 
the core, reversed and stuck in 
the top. This makes a pleasing 
contrast of dark and pale green 
and in addition sometimes a 
sprig of watercress crowns the 
whole. ‘

NOTHER accompaniment to 
A iisn, or a preliminary to the 

main course, is the following: 
Carrots are skinned, then sliced 
as finely as soup noodles. These 
are marinated in orange juice 
and a very little sugar and 
served well iced. For home 
use, I think I shall add a little 
lemon or lime juice as the Mexi- 
can orange at this time of the

year tends to be a bit acid. 

Another use for carrots is the 
following: Choose thick carrots, 
skin and cook (or cook, then 
skin, according to your sense 
of food values). Cool. Hollow 
the carrots, fill them with a 
well seasoned mixture of ham 
or other meat (deviled ham, an 
egg or milk and a few bread 
crumbs would be fine). Dip the 
carrots in a light egg batter, 
deep-fry them and serve them 
piping hot. 

The avocado mixture called 
guacamole. is probably’ well 
known to you, but it is so good 
that you should be reminded of 
it. Combine ripe, crushed avo- 
cado pulp with minced onion, 
a bit of skinned, drained tomato 
and seasoning (lemon juice, salt, 
paprika). Chill well. 

I had a rather interesting fish 
dish at a small hotel. A thick 
piece of filleted fish (the so- 
called butterfly fillet) was folded 
over with asparagus (canned) 
and pimiento and cooked mush- 
rooms between the fold. The 
fish was spread with butter and 
baked in a moderate oven until 
barely tender. It was then cov- 
ered with pimiento slices and 
a seafood sauce and baked until 
thoroughly hot and _ bubbly. 
Parmesan cheese was sprinkled 
on top. The fish sauce was a 
cream sauce base made with 
chicken stock and cream to 
which cooked shrimp had been 


added. It is similar to the sauce 
I sometimes serve over a boiled, 
well drained cauliflower. 


* * * 


NE restaurant does a very 

delicate chicken breast in a 

sour-cream sauce. The chick- 
en is poached in chicken stock and 
when tender the sauce is made 
with the stock—like a cream 
sauce—and is thinned with sour 
cream. A trace of freshly grated 
nutmeg or a bit of herb is added 
to this. This same place serves 
a delicious veal ‘steak. A 
poached or very slowly sauteed 
veal steak is dipped in an egg 
batter to which cooked mush- 
rooms have been added and 
then deep-fat fried. 


Every form of French pastry 
is offered and every type of 
strawberry dish. This obliging 
fruit is obtainable the year 
around and there are so many 
other good fruits that it seems 
strange to see many Mexicans 
choosing stewed prunes as a 
treat. Pineapples are so juicy 
and good that a great inch- 
thick, slice is my usual happy 
pens with a demitasse of na- 

e coffee—thick and pre- 
sweetened, as the beans are 
roasted with sugar. However, 
tourists and natives frequently 
order Nescafe and the can is 
brought to table and the desired 
amount is spooned into cups of 
hot water. 


An American woman who runs 
a timy tearoom does a land- 
office business with doughnuts, 
pie and her own brand of non- 
sugar roasted coffee. Her clien- 
tele is largely native, to whom 
our specialties have as great an 
appeal as all the new and good 
Mexican things have for the 
tourists. I frequent the sweet- 
shop next door buying my peso- 
worth of delicious fruit candy, 
either apricot or quince, boiled 
down to a gummy consistency, 
cut into squares and rolled in 
granulated sugar. It will be fun 
to~try out some of your own 
fruit juices prepared in this 
way. Perhaps with a bit of gela- 
tin added. 


I had a visit to a supermarket 
modeled on our best home 
stores. What a tremendous ad- 
vance the Mexicans have made 
in the last 10 years in the 
handling of food stuffs, They 
seem to be in love with cello- 
phane and wrap up some sur- 
prising things. 

Imports from the United States 
are very expensive. Mexican 
products are good and far below 
ours in cost. 

There are many voluntary ex- 
patriates of many nations here 
living inexpensively in lovely 
places, enchanted with the coun- 
try and its total lack of pressure, 
basking in the sunshine and al- 
ways in the anticipation of “to- 
morrow” which promises even 
greater pleasures than “today.” 


How It Started |

The Word “ABHOR”—Your 
Hair Stands on End. 


HE Bible says, “Abhor that 

which is evil; cleave to that 

which is good.” And in this 
sense we still use “abhor,” and 
“abhorrence,” the latter raising 
little question as a word for dis- 
like or hatred, detestation. Lit- 
erally, “abhor” ans some- 
thing like “to bristle away from” 
—it is what your hair does when 
it stands on end! 

““Abhor” derives from the Latin 
form composed of the suffix 
“ab,” away from, attached to 
“horrere,” which is to bristle or 
to shiver! From this comes the 
sense of shrinking back from 
something, the physical manifes- 
tation of extreme dislike or hor- 
ror. And its usage today has 
not departed much from the al- 
most literal interpretation of its 
syllables. 

It is interesting to find that 
at one time “abhor” was used 
with the person feeling the emo- 
tion as its object.

Room and Clothes

OES the adolescent boy or girl ever get to the point 
D where he or she keeps a fairly clean room and takes 

reasonably good care of clothes? 

It is true that we get a rather gloomy picture of what 
we may expect of the 10, 11, 12 and 13-year-old boy or girl. 
Small yearly gains still have not added up by 13 years to 
anything like a spotlessly neat room or even fairly good 
care of clothes. 

But, as in so many other things, 14 and 15 do in most 
children bring a marked improvement. (Not in all, it is 
true. We had a complaint just the other day about a 17- 
year-old who was “messier than ever.”) 


x *& * 


IN MOST FOURTEENS AND FIFTEENS, care of 
clothes is ahead of care of room. But care of clothes may 
actually be fairly adequate. 

At fourteen, some hang up some or all of their clothes, 
some or all of the time. By fifteen, many consistently hang 
their clothes on hangers, reliably dispose of dirty clothes, 
and see to having things mended and cleaned when neces- 
sary. In fact, many do their own pressing and mending. 

Care of room, alas, is not quite up to care of clothes. 
Whereas even by 14 the majority take reasonably (if not 
exceptionally) good care of their clothes, boys and girls of 
this age are about evenly divided between those who take 
reasonably good care of their rooms and those who still 
definitely do not. There is, in fact, marked variation from 
child to child, and in any one child from time to time. 
Girls as a rule have neater rooms than do boys.

BY 15, THINGS ARE MUCH BETTER. Fifteen may be 
less than perfect in the way he gets along with mother and 
father on matters of general discipline, allowance, hour for 
coming in and how much freedom he shall have, But he is 
usually quite satifactory (at least compared to his younger 
self) about eating, sleeping, bathing, care of clothes and 
sometimes even care of room. | 

With still some exceptions, our fifteens keep their 
rooms in a manner described by their mothers as “clean” 
or at least “passable.” Some boys who fall below this 
standard either allow their mothers to do the cleaning or 
persuade them to let the door remain shut and then clean 
it up themselves once a week or s0. 

Only one fifth of the fifteens we know are still said to 
have “messy” rooms. We hold out this hope to you if your 
10 or 11-year-old is not yet coming anywhere near the goal 
you have set for him in regard to the way he keeps his 
room.

Associate Pastor’ Role for Mother 


Honorary Degree for Mrs. Niebuhr, Who Helped Clergymen Father, Husband and Son

S the daughter of a preach- 

er and the wife of another, 

Mrs. Gustave Niebuhr knows 
well the traditional discomforts 
and disappointments of a min- 
ister’s life. She has lived 
through lean years when sau- 
sage and vegetables from the 
congregation helped supplement 
a slim salary check. She has 
ridden horseback through the 
lonely hills of California to 
reach a mbssion outpost. She 
has shivered in a bleak Missouri 
manse and lowered the milk 
into the well when there was no 
ice to keep it cool on a swelter- 
ing midwestern summer day. 

But she still was happy when 
two sons and a daughter de- 
cided to follow in the footsteps 
of their father and grandfather, 
and the names of Reinhold, 
Richard and Hulda were added 
to the list of Niebuhrs working 
for the church. For, to 83-year- 
old Lydia Niebuhr, it’s the “fin- 
est work there is.” 

She herself has never held a 
title, but to members of the fam- 
ily she’s known as the “associate 
pastor.” She helped her father 
in his mission work, took over 
heavy volunteer assignments in 
the many churches her husband 
served, and assisted a son in one 
of his pastorates. 

In recognition of this, and of 
the outstanding work being done 
by her children, Mrs. Niebuhr 
was awarded the honorary de- 
gree of Doctor of Humanities by 
Lindenwood College at Found- 
ers’ day ceremonies last Satur- 
day. The observance, at which 
she heard her daughter, Hulda, 
give the principal address, was 
held on the campus at St. 
Charles, not far from St. John’s 
Evangelical Church where her 
husband served as.pastor for 
eight years in the late nineteenth 
century.

O she now becomes the 

fourth “Dr. Niebuhr” in the 

family, as her three children 
have been awarded honorary 
doctorates for their church 
work. Reinhold, the wogd-re- 
nowned theologian and philoso- 
pher, is professor of applied 
Christianity in Union Theologi- 
cal Seminary, New York, Hulda 
is professor of education in Mc- 
Cormick Theological Seminary 
in Chicago; and Richard, who 
like Reinhold graduated from 
Eden Seminary, is a professor 
of Christian ethics in Yale Uni- 
versity divinity school and for- 
merely held pastorates in St. 


-Louis. All three have written ex- 


tesively on religion and ethics.

South had two reasons for 
jumping to three clubs: his side 
needed exactly 60 points for 
game, and if he either doubled 
one no-trump or overcalled with 
two clubs, West might be able 
to name a suit that would “hit” 
his partner. 


This=@@@liot bad reasoning on 
South’s part, but unfortunately, 
he went down one at his three- 
club contract. West opened the 
club jack, and South's only real 
play for nine tricks against 
competent defense was to find 
both the ace and queen of dia- 
mands in front of dummy’s K-J- 
8. Since this condition did not 
exist, South had to lose one 
spade, two hearts and two dia- 
monds. 


Although it has already been 
conceded that South's reasoning 
was not bad, it is worth observ- 
ing that a different tactic would 
have brought full success. South 
might have bid two no-trump. 
Granted, it is usually illogical 
to make this call against an op- 
posing one no-trump, because in 
almost all circumstances it is 
wiser to double the one no- 
trump for business. In this case, 
however, with the score what 
it was and with South’s hand 
consisting to such a large extent 
of a long and (probably) solid 
suit, it would have been a 
shrewd decision to play for 
eight tricks at no-trump rather 
than nine tricks at clubs.
